The British 
empire will spend considerably more 
than either of our two great allies, 
probably from one hundred to one hun- 
dred and fifty million pounds more 
than the highest figure spent the 
other two great allies. 

“We have to recruit a new army; we 
have to maintain a huge navy; we are 
paying liberal separation allowances, 
we have to bring troops from the end 
of the earth; we have to wage war not 
merely in Europe, but in Asia, in North, 
East and South Africa. 

“We ecould pay for 
penditure on the war for 
allowing a substantial sum for de- 
preciation, out of the proceeds of our 
investments abroad.

ROCKEFELLER FUND 


Chairman Walsh, of Industrial 
Commission, Says J. D., Sr., 
Has Never Released Grip. 


Kansas City. Mo., February 15.— 
Frank P. Walsh, chairman of the fed- 
eral industrial relations commission, 
which has been investigating great 
philanthropic foundations, in a Sstate- 
ment today declared that John OD. 
Rockefeller, Sr.. dominates the Rocke- 
feller foundation which, Mr. Walsh 
said, can apply the enormous power of 
the money i!t controls to almost any 
purpose it chooses. 

“The testimony at the New York 
hearing,” declared Mr. Walsh, “showed 
that the trustees of the foundation ex- 
ercised no authority that did not come 
from him. It showed that the direc- 
tors of the foundation also were direc- 
tors of the industries from which the 
foundation obtained its funds. Ag an 
interlocking system it Deats anything 
the railroads and banks ever exhibited. 

The powers it claims and exercises 
virtually are unlimited, as are its fi- 
nancial resources They are powers 
which should challenge the attention 
of every thoughtful American citizen. 
Whether such powers can be permit- 
ted safely in the hands of any authority 
less than that of the government is 
a question which will form an import- 
ant part of the commission's forth- 
coming report. lam inclined to believe 
these powers cannot be exercised un- 
der the American theory of govern- 
ment. 

“The commission is not through yet 
with the Rockefeller and other founda- 
tions, but this much ean be said: 
“The Rockefeller foundation is en- 
tirelvy without the realm of government 
eontro!

Wheeling, W. Va., February 15.—Di- 
rect testimony that Federal Judge A. 
G. Daytonvof the northern, district of 
West Virginia, had spoken in a derog- 
atory manner of the United Mine 
Workers of America, was presented 
here today to the congressional com- 
mittee investigating charges against 
Judge Dayton. The committee arrived 
vesterday from Parkersburg, 
Lestimony was taken-last week. 

James Oates, of Charleroi, Pa. @ 
(‘nited Mine Workers’ organizer, testi- 
fied he had heard Judge Dayton make 
statement that tne United Mine 
Workers as an apsociation was @ crim- 
inal conspiracy, and its officers ought 
to be in jail. Oates said Joe‘ Hobiott, 
a foreign miner, unable to speak Eng- 
had been arrested at Colliers, and 
next day “railroaded to jail’ for 
months on a charge of contempt 
Judge Dayton’s court. The prison- 
Mates said, had been denied an at- 
torney and an interpreter. While 
serving his sentence, he became insane, 
the witness added, and now is being 
cared for by the United Mine Workers. 
to Jail White. 

Oates declared that while the Col- 
liers contempt cases were being tried 
he heard Judge Dayton say: 

“If IT had John P. White here Il would 
give him twelve months in jail.” White, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers, was at that time, said Oates, 
charged with contempt, but had not 
been arrested. 

Deputy L'nited 
Oates said, had torn down 
pied by the striking miners 
of Judge Dayton’s court. 

Oates further declared miners cited 
for contempt were compelled to go to 
Philippi, W. Va., at their own expense 
they finally were sentenced Dy 
Davton. Judge Dayton, he said, 
anger and prejudice dur- 
proceedings, and frequently 
in court that the non-union 

West Virginia were better 
than the union miners, and he would 
not permit the United Mine Workers 
to exist within his jurisdiction. 

“Criminal Conspirators.” 

Van Bittner, president of District 
No. 5, United Mine Workers, testified 
that during the contempt hearings no 
miners except the one on trial were al- 
lowed in the courtroom. hile repeated 
statements attributed to Judge Day- 
ton that the United Mine Workers 
were criminal conspirators, and said 
Judge Dayton had rebuked the mine 
workers’ officials for wearing good 
clothes and living at the expense of 
the miners. He said he had been sen- 
tenced by Judge Dayton to serve six- 
ty davs “as a matter of general prin- 
ciple,’ and that Judge Dayton had ac- 
cuseé him of being an agent of the 
Ohio and Pennsvyvivania coal operators 
who were trving to destroy the coal 
industry of W eft. Virginia. He testi- 
fied that court® records in the mine 
cases did not show Judge Dayton’s 
remarks, he having ordered them 
stricken out, 

Judge Showed Emotion. 

Judge Dayton, Bittnercontinued, dis- 
plaved violent emotion during the Col- 
liers contempt cases, and would strike 
the bench with his fist and throw books 
around. He also said Judge Dayton 
had declared it a disgrace to American 
womanhood for Fannie Setlins, an or- 
ganizer, to be connected with the United 
Mine Workers.
